budget, Which was 
down in the provincial house 
last week, Me, G. L, Hudson; 
member for this constituency, 
made his third gpeech since the 
session opened, Mr. Hudson 
followed the Hon, A.G, McKay 
and made a clean-cut speech, 
showing his grasp of financial 
affairs-in this province. 
The appropropriation for 
eight cabinet ministers was the 
opening topic of Mr. Hudson's 
remarks, where as a matter of 
_fact there are but seven at the 
present tinre, He claimed that 
the representatives of. the 
people were entitled to know if 
this vacancy would be filled 
and by whom before being ask- 
ed to vote the appropriation, 
He also dealt with the increased 
salaries of the executive council 
and claimed that as financial 
stringencies had prevailed, 
which were. felt not only by 
financial institutions, but by 
every farmer and merchant in 
the province, who had been 
compelled-to cut down their ex- 
penses, and owing to the ex- 
pense incurred upon the prov- 
ance by needlexs litigation over, 
the A. & Gi W. and: other 
matters, the government was 
not justified in increasing the 
salaries at the present time at 
least. ; 
ITEMIZING * ESTIMATES 


In looking over the estiinates 
of the public works department, 
Mr. Hudson noted that the 
appropriation for roads, bridges 
and drainage was in a lump 
sum. This, he contended, was 
unjust to the representatives, 
who had received the confidence 
of the electors, in so far as these 
representatives had no idea as 
to theamount to be expended 

ae in their several constituencies, 
thus handicapping the member 
from making an equal division 
asfar as possible in his dis- 
trict, with a view to economy. 
Reference was made to the 
estimates of B.C., where the 
appropriations were itimized to 
a large extent. 


OTHER: IMPORTANT MATTERS 


Mr, Hudson pointed out in 
the unitemized appropriation 
ot telephones, the - urgent 
ecessity for the extension of 
the telephone along the line of 
the G, ‘I, P.to the Saskatchewan 
boundary, and also the great 
need for rural ’phones in his 
constituency. Although he was 
not sure from the unitemized 
estimate for sites and buildings, 
he presumed that in this 
appropriation would be a court 
house for Wainwright, which 
he impressed upon the miuisters 
was anurgent necessity. He 
also showed the great ueced of 
a stock inspector being appoint- 
ed in the town of Wainwright. 


On Saturday, Mr. Hudson 
was the scconder to a motion 
asking the government to refer 
the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways bill to the people ina _re- 
ferrendum under its own direct 
legislation act, which was re- 
fused by a solid governme 
vote.

A partial failure of a 
grain crop may. mean to many a grain 
grower the difference between com- 
fort and financial embarrassment, but 
if he be fortified with a few head of 
stock, if he has a small dairy herd, 
and some hogs,/and a garden, even 
a complete failure would not seriously 
inconvenience him, In the earlier 
days of the wet: there was nothing 
for it but to raise grain. There were 
practically no markets’ for farm pro- 
duce. But with cities and. towns

The other day one of the leading ; 


Toronto papers in its agricultural sec- 
tion, published the story of the suc- 
cess of John Clark, brother of the Do- 
minion Seed Commissioner Clark. Put 
into a few words, the scory was to the 
effect that Mr. Clark, after going along 
for tome years on a 20) acre farm, 


| without making very much profit de 


cided that he would try a smaller area. 
He purchased a run down tract of 25 
acres close to's towa, and devoted 
his attention to inte:.sive production 
of fruits, honey, poultry products and 
vegetables. The result has been that 
for the past two or three years he has 
‘made a profit of about five thousand 
dollars a year. We make reference 
to this simply to give point to the 
statement that there are many farm- 
ers in Western Canada living on farms 
far too large for their means and their 
energies, who would do far bette: cn 
a small area, reasonably close to a 
good town, the treatment of the farm 
being of more tmeneine ‘e nature 
While we cannot grow frult in these 
prairie provinces just like they can 
raise it. in Ontario, still we can keep 
poultry and bees with equally as much 
profit; and also, in a well selected lo- 
cality,: with: proper judgment thrown 
into the business, ‘t is jist possfble 
that the raising of-smal! fruits might 
prove as remunerative here as in the 
other provinces. Already about our 
cities and large towns of the west 
there are excellent chances for men 
on small areas producing high class 
products that wi'l be put upon the 
market in a perfectly fresh condition. 


our Months Without Water 

Sheep on the Nebo National forest, 
Utah, go four and a half months with- 
out water except for such moisture as 
they get fron the dew and the juices 
of forage plants. Grazing sheep on 
a range entirely destitute of water is 
a recent innovation due to the in- 
creasing demand for forage and effort 
of the forest office to find a place on 
the forest ranges for all the stock that 
can be safely admitted. The area on 
the Nebo which has now proved usa-, 
ble by sheep is high and rocky, a por- 
tion of it being aboye timber line, and 
it hag neither springs nor streams of 
sufficient size or accessibility to be 
used for stock watering purposes. The 
grazing season lasts from June 16 to 
October 31, and during this period of 
four and a half months the animals 
do not gét a drink. 

Under such conditions, however, the 
sheep have done extremely well, and 
last year’s lamb from this range had 
an avérage weight at the close of the 
season of 68 pounds on the Chicago 
market, which was rather above the 
normal Weight from that vicinity. 

In one area on the Targhee forest 
in Idaho sheep get w ter only twice 
during the four months summer graz- 
ing seasan. There is no water on the 
range but the sheep are driven to a 
nearby stream lower down the moun- 
tainside. Lambs from this range 
weighed 65 pounds on the Chicago 
market.

Prince George atid Prince Henry, the 
° sons of King George V. of Eng- 
fand, ve recently been slightly sick and 


were sént to Newquay to rectiperate as 
well as.to/enjoy brief vacations, The in- 
teresting young mémbers of the royal 
family enjoyed the outing to the fullest 
extent. The cliffs at Newquay overlook 
Vistral bay, and the scenery around this 
place is the most’ beautiful and most 
interesting in all England. 

Henry, the third son of the King, who 
{fs now thirteen years old, will enter Eton 
college for the first time this fall. Hae 
has been at @ private echool heretofore 
and has been treated by all as a men- 
her of the’royal family. But on entering 
college it will be different. He will at- 
tend the classroom, duties just as any 
other boy, and efforts will be made to 
make him forget for the time that be is 
the son of the King. Wis fellow-students 
will treat him just as if he was an Eng- 
lish boy. He will be compelled to arise 
every morning at 6.45 o’clock and must 
attend early classroom exercises at 7.30 
o’clock every day, On -full echool days 
the young prince will spend six hours 
daily m the classroom, while on half holi- 
days he will be-in the schoolroom for 
four hours.

A fag, a 
freshman, is compelled to run errands for 
the upper clasemen. He will also be mado

| auietiray It has -long been a custom. in 
Minglish schools to look upon the mem- 
bers of the a class as dignified per- 
sons and on the members of the lower 
class as a fit subject for hazing in the 
milder forms, 

When it was first announced that 
Prince Henry would enter Eton college 
this year it was feared that he would not 
bo received with much enthusiasm by the 
other students. When he attended the 
private school he gained the reputation 
of being a mother’s darling and was 
never allowed to 4oin in the athletic 
games or to mix with the other boys at 
the school. In this respect he was much 
different from . his older brother, the 
Princo of Wales, who while a student 
took part in many forms of sport and

It is the Beautiful Home of ‘‘the Luckt- 


est Ohild in England.’ 


The luckiest child,.in England bears 
the sonorous names of Bernard Mayma- 
duke Fitzalan Howard.’ This ‘small ‘5- 
year-old boy already has tho titles of 
Sarl of Arundel and Surrey. He is heir 
to the dukedom of Norfolk, and as Karl 
of Norfolk will hold the premier earhiom 
of England. His father, the Duke of 
Norfolk, is hereditary earl marshal and 
chief butler of Engand,- premicr duke 
and premier carl. In addition to his 
inheritance of noblo titles the lad will 
come into one of the richest estates in 
England. ‘The Duke of Norfolk is the 
owner of 68,900 acres of Jand in Eng- 
land, and is one of London's greatcst 
landlords. Among his magnificent es- 
tates are Arundel castle, Sussex; Der- 
went Hall, Derbyshire, near Sheftield, 
and Beach Hill, Sheffield. 

The Jittle Earl of Arundel: was the 
first of his line to be born at beautiful 
Arundel castle. The estate has the odd 
distinction of ennobling any person who 
may hold it. If it were eold, for in- 
stance, it would make whoever held it a 
nobloman. Even an aspiring American 
could enter the British peerage’ in this 
fashion. The little Earl of Arundel is 
the child of the second wife of the Duke 
of Norfolk, who was the Hon. Gwendolen 
Mary Constable Maxwell, the daughter 
of Baron Herries, heir to her father's 
title. ‘ 

Noné of the family histories of the 
British age surpasses that of the 


Dukes of Norfolk in romantic interost. 
The first title in the family was the 
feudal title of the Earl of Arundel, 


granted about 1155 and confirmed in 
1483. The seventh and eighth earls were 
attainted and beheaded, and John Mal- 
travers, the first baron of that title, was 


proclaimed a tratitor, but later was re-' 


etored to favor. The 18th earl was at- 
tainted, but the title was restored to the 


14th, who later was created Earl of Nor- 


folk, 
The dukedom had its fs carers in the 
house of Mowbray, the sixth baron of 


that title being made Duke of Norfolk } 
The fifth duke, dying without , 
malo isbue, the title became extinct, but | 


in 1307, 


was later revived for Sir John Howard, 
who had married a daughter of the fifth 
duke and who also became earl marshal 
of England. The family suffered heav- 
ily under Henry VII. and Henry VIIL., 
revernl members of it being executed. 
The titles, too, were forfeited. The feu- 
dal carldom of Arundel was not affected, 
however, and in 1660 Thomas Howard 
was restored to the dukedom, with the 
“— precedence of the firat duke. 
he present earl is the 15th of his 
line, ie is the foremost Roman Catho- 
lic peer in England. He held office as 
postmaster-general in the cabinet of Lord 
Salisbury. When the Boer war broke 
out hoe volunteered for the front but did 
not satisfy medical requirements and was 
rejected. Not content, however, he 
' equipped a body of men at his own, ex- 
pense and, as their major, led them in 
the fleld until he received a dangerous 
wound and was invalided home. The 
Duchess of Norfolk is a direct descend- 
and of the famous Countess of Niths- 
dale, who raved her husband from the 
block by changing clothes with him in 
‘his dungeon in the Tower of London and 
| remaining behind while he affected his 
‘escape to France. The earl was an ac- 
tive participant in the abortive uprising 
of the Old Pretender: against the Hano- 


verian dynasty in 1715 and was sentenced | 


to death. The countess was afterward 
pardoned for ‘her act of daring devotion. 
Tradition declares that Arundel castle 
was erected by the giant Bevis and it re- 
ceives first mention in the will of King 
Alfred. It has sustained many sieges, 
especially in the civil war of the 17th 
century and has sheltered and welcomed 
many Kings and Queens of Ingland. 


Guarding Queen's Jewels. 
Groat precautions are taken in 
| guarding the jewels belonging to the 
lady members of the Royal family. 
When Queen Mary is stuying at Buck- 
inghom Palace her ornuments are kept 
in specially-built strong rooms, and only 
two of the officials of the household ean 
gain accress to these. When travelling, 
the Queen's jewelery is always in 
charge of a lady-in-waiting. 
Charlotte Knollys is responsible for the 
| care of the jewels of Queen Alexandra,

Adam Brown, ‘‘Hawilton’s Grand
